JEFFERSON CITY (AP)—At 
the age of 21 Fred's life has Just 
about come to a standstill. 
Money is no problem. His par­ 
ents liave enough and would 
like nothing better than to spend 
it on his education. 
F red's brothers and sisters 
are doing fine. His oldest sis­ 
ter, in feet, Just graduated from 
college. 
But Fred is mentally retard­ 
ed—badly enough that doctors 
consider him only "trainable" 
rather than "educable." 
Still, Fred has made progress. 
Since he was 6 years old, he has 
attended special classes sup­ 
ported by the State Department 
of Education in his home town. 
He has learned to get along 
with others, to take care of per­ 
sonal grooming and even to do 
simple tasks. 
But under Missouri law, Fred 
is no longer eligible for classes 
when he reaches 21. Recently, 
he's spent most of his time sit­ 
ting at home in front of the 
television set. 
What does he do now? 
The Missouri Senate is consid­ 
ering a bill that would give 
Fred and others like him a 


chance to reach their potential. 
The measure would grant state 
aid to sheltered workshops for 
mentally retarded persons and 
some handicapped. 
The 
workshops 
are 
called 
"sheltered” because they would 
be designed for persons unable 
to work in the competitive mar­ 
ket. They would be operated by 
non • profit corporations, but 
would handle jobs for private 
industry — such as packaging 
and other simple assembly line 
work. 
About 
136,000 
mentally 
retarded now live in Missouri. 
The great majority are consid­ 
ered "educable" — they can 
learn to provide for themselves. 
But more than 20,000 are de­ 
pendent for at least part of their 
care. They once were classified 
as "im beciles” —before it was 
learned they could be trained 
for some jobs. 
The number of “ trainable" 
retarded is growing rapidly, 
says Sen. Albert M.Spradllog, 
sponsor of the bill for sheltered 
workshops. Spradling points out 
the mortality rate among these 
persons was high until reduced 
by the discovery of pencillin 


and other drugs. 
Hut M issouri's facilities have 
not kept up with the increase. 
Now only a few workshops are 
operated on the local level—In 
St. Louis. Kansas City and a 
few towns. 
Spradiing*s bill would provide 
about $119,600 in state aid the 
first year, to be administered by 
ft new section in the Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Education. 
Before 
workshops could gain state aid, 
facilities would have to be pro­ 
vided by local efforts. 
According to officials in the 
Department of Education, local 
councils for the handicapped 
might provide the nucleus of 
non-profit corporations to set up 
facilities. Interest in a shel­ 
tered workshop program lias 
been shown by groups in Spring­ 
field, Columbia, Sikeston, Se­ 
rial ia, St. Joseph, Joplin and 
Milan. 
But action on the workshops 
cannot begin until next year, 
an education official says. The 
proposed bill has been advanced 
by the 8enate.

The Missouri House acted in the public interest 
in smashing a proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment which would have given 18-year-olds the 
right to vote. 
Especially during times of war strong senti­ 
ment 
develops to give 
18-year-olds 
the 
franchise. The advocacy of extending the vote 
to t! *m during wars becomes an expression 
of a patriotic sentiment. 
“ If they are old enough to fight, they are old 
enough to vote” is sentiment that has been 
voiced numerous times. 
Unfortunately there are better ways to reward 
the nation’s young fighting men than by giving 
them a vote. 
As far as intelligence and intellect are con­ 
cerned young people are better qualified to vote 
than many of their elders. If they wanted to 
inform themselves they could contribute a 
great deal of sound thinking and action to any 
election. 
But teen age boys and girls - - a t least many 
of them — are not engaged in adult pursuits 
and have not yet fully stepped into full par­ 
ticipation in the nation’s economic life. Few of 
them own property. 
Strangely the agitation to give 18-year-olds the 
right to vote does not come from the youngster 
himself, but from adults and politicians, who 
have 
their 
own 
reasons for acting in the 
youngsters behalf. 
Rep. Tony Heckemeyer of Scott county put his 
finger on an important consideration when he 
said that he had received no demand from young 
people for suffrage. 
A nationwide poll of teen agers gave an even 
more convincing argument against lowering 
the voting age below 21. It showed decisively 
that 18-year-olds were opposed to giving their 
own age group the right to vote. 
If the youngsters themselves aren’t interested 
in voting why give them this priceless privilege? 
The United States now has too many citizens 
-SLyeaiS Of age and older, who aren’t interested 
in voting. 
jF'k. 
The attitude toward voting in this country is 
changing. 
There have been in 
the 
past 
many well 
intentioned get-out-the-vote campaigns. Voting, 
of course, is basic and it is important that 
citizens register to vote and then go to the 
polls. 
But voting itself doesn’t mean much and can 
be harmful actually if the voter does not inform 
himself. It is easy to pull a lever or mark an 
“ X” on a ballot but if the citizen doesn’t un­ 
derstand why he is voting or knows nothing 
about who he is voting for he would do less harm 
by staying at home. It is better for a small group 
of informed citizens to cast their ballots for 
thousands of ignorant, uninformed and indifferent 
persons to troop to the polls just because they 
are 
of the right age to vote and are otherwise 
qualified. 
What every community, every state and the na­ 
tion needs is a well informed citizenry, who 
understand the obligations and responsibilities 
of voting. Age is of secondary importance. So 
are the mere mechanics of voting. Thoughtless 
voting is damaging. 
But a minimum requirement is a desire to 
vote, a serious interest in the process and in 
government at all levels. Let’s not give this 
privilege to any who aren’t interested in getting 
it. The effort can be much better spent on in­ 
forming those who now have the privilege.

Once more the fight against crime by oi q 
columnist Victor Riesel has stirred action and 
once more his newsbeats have been corroborated 
by the top authorities in the land. 
Throughout 1964 and in the early days of 
this year, Riesel has been warning of a virulent 
racket — fire for hire. Riesel told of attacks 
by the mob’s fire bugs on legitimate business - 
men and unions in the hotel and restaurant 
field. 
On Tuesday all this was corroborated by U. S. 
Atty. Gen. Katzenbach when the latter asked 
Congress for a special law making interstate 
arson activitv a federal crime. He backed 
his demand with data showing there was a 
fire-for-hire crime syndicate operation which 
had cost the land scores of millions of dollars. 
During the past weeks columnist Victor Riesel 
scored other newsbeats. One by one he called 
the shots on what would happen during the mid­ 
winter conference of Labor’s high command. 


Months ago Riesel predicted that there would 
be a move by young “ turks” against the elders 
on the AFL-CIO executive council. This past 
week this was substantiated by news magazines 
and wire services. 
Also substantiated, weeks after Riesel had 
reported it, was labor’s decision to use its 
bilUons in deposits in a drive to unionize 
white collar employes of banks and broker­ 
age houses. 
Riesel’s constant warning of ihe*-danger- of 


abuse8 oi millions of dollars in certain welfare 
and pension funds were reflected in the dramatic 
report 
just released by Sen. McClellan on the 
Valaehi hearings. 
For several years now, Riesel has reported 
that the national crime syndicate is ruled by a 
12-man high commission and that much of 
their manpower is devoted to labor rackets, 
terro r and extortion. 
Last week Sen. McClellan’s committee backed 
this up word for word. 
And week after week, Riesel’s reports from 
inside the White House on the relationship 
between President Johnson and the nation’s 
labor leaders are substantiated by subsequent 
events and statements. 
Similarly, his reports on coming crises on 
the labor-management front are known to be 
carefully perused in the White House. 


RIDING THE RAlLb* 
R esident Johnson has proposed development oi 
a high-speed train system between Boston and 
W ashington. But the more immediate problem for 
train commuters may be how to travel the 20 
miles between Mount Vernon, N. V., and New 
York City’s Grand Central Station. The New 
Haven Railroad wants to end passenger service 
to this station and four others in Westchester 
County by the end of March, as well as curtail 
passenger service at 10 more stations up the 
line on that date. Hearings on the line’s request 
are expected to delay the shut-downs until sum­ 
m er. 
In filing its petition with the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission on Feb. 18, the New Haven’s 
trustees emphasized that they eventually would 
ask to end all passenger service. The line has 
been losing money for years on its 25,000 
daily commuters, and doesn’t generate enough 
freight business to offset its commuter losses. 
• The whole dismal business will get an airing 
in Congress starting Tuesday, March 2, when the 
Senate Commerce Committee opens hearings on 
several bills to preserve passenger service for 
the area. The leading measure (S 348) is one 
sponsored by Sens. Pell (R. It), Pastore (R. It), 
Dodd (Conn.), Ribicoff (Conn.), Kennedy (Mass.) 
and Kennedy (N. Y.). It would create a four- 
state Northeast Rail Authority to operate the 
New Haven under state subsidy and federal 
bond guarantees. 
Metropolitan planners long have argued that 
the most efficient way of transporting com­ 
m uters between the city and the suburbs is (or 
could be) by rail. Until recently, however, the 
prevailing philosophy was to spend millions for 
new highways but not one cent for railroads. The 
plight of the New Haven seems to indicate that 
only public money in one form or another will 
keep passengers riding the rails.

To rem edy this shortage of 
books for A ppalachia’s youth, 
a voluntary plan has been set 
up to send one million vol­ 
umes into depressed areas in 
the A ppalachian region. The 
collection will be a joint effort 
of th e Parent-T eacher Asso­ 
ciations, REA Express, and 
S argent 
Shriver’s 
Office 
of 
Economic Opportunity. 
Project to Expand 
The books will be collected 
and specially boxed by p arent- 
teacher groups throughout the 
country, and then shipped a t 
a low rate by REA Express. At 
first th e program will focus 
upon some 800 isolated schools 
in eastern Kentucky, but it is 
expected to be expanded later 
into other areas of the 11- 
state Appalachian region. 
W hen the books begin to 
flow into Louisville they will 
be assem bled by the Louisville 
& N a s h v ille R a ilro a d a n d 
shipped to Barbourville, Ky., 
where the A ppalachian Volun­ 
teers, an organization of col­ 
lege students, WifT sj5rerad out 


back in the hills 
Librarians in the Appala­ 
chian region have compiled a 
list of the 100 “m ost-w anted 
books” and also a supplem en­ 
tary list of some 300 titles. 
Copies of these lists have been 
sent to 47,000 parent-teacher 
organizations, which will spon­ 
sor the collection drives in 
their local communities. 


Voluntary Effort

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — President 
Johnson 
should 
look around 
for a new Solicitor General to 
replace the scholarly, unpracti­ 
cal Harvard professor he in­ 
herited from John F. Kennedy, 
Archibald Cox. Cox has just 
succeeded in kissing away a 
chance 
to avoid 
the Selma 
March, the pain, the agony, 
and political headaches of the 
Negro-vote struggle. He could 
have got the Mississippi vot­ 
ing laws — and those of other 
Southern states — declared i i- 
constitutional overnight. 
Inside story of what happened 
is 
that 
when Solicitor Gen­ 
eral Cox last January argued 
the right of the Justice Depart­ 
ment to sue a state to enforce 
Negro voting rights, five mem­ 
bers of 
the Supreme Court 
leaned forward to ask him whe­ 
ther he didn’t want to declare 
the Mississippi voting law of 
1890 unconstitutional. 
The five justices were Hugo 
Black of Alabama, who later 
wrote the Court’s opinion; Ar­ 
thur Goldberg, a member of 
the Court's liberal wing; John 
M, 
Harlan, 
a 
conservative 
whose 
grandfather pioneered 
for civil rights; Byron White and 
Potter Stewart, both of whom 
lean toward the conservatives. 
The essence of what they asked 
Cox was: Are you asking us to 
declare this law unconstitution­ 
al now? What about it? We'd like 
to hear you argue this. 
To this, Cox replied; "No, 
we are not pressing for a de­ 
cision on this point. All we 
at»“ asking is to remand the case 
back to a three-man court in 
Mississippi so we can try it.” 
This 
meant 
a 
probable 
delay of two years. 


—JUSTICE BLACK SLAPS— 
Iii contrast, the American 
Civil Liberties Union filed a 
brief signed 
by former At­ 
torney General Francis Bid­ 
dle, asking that the Mississip­ 
pi law be declared unconstitu­ 
tional 
immediately. 
Various 
civil rights attorneys also urged 
Cox to ask the Supreme Court 
to declare the Mississippi vot­ 
ing law unconstitutional with­ 
out 
the 
complicated routine 
of sending tin* question lack to 
a three-man court. Cox re­ 
fused. 
Last Monday the Supreme 


Court rendered a unanimous 
opinion sending the Mississip­ 
pi voting rights case back to 
a three-man court, but care­ 
fully avoiding the question of 
constitutionality. Justice Hugo 
Black, in writing the opinion, 
went out of his way to slap 
Solicitor General Cox for not 
raising the question of consti­ 
tutionality. Black pointed out 
that the Solicitor General had 
specifically declined to "urge 
that the 
Constitutionality of 
these provisions be decided pri­ 
or to trial. 
“ In this situation,” continued 
Black, "we have decided that 
it 
is 
the 
more approptiate 
course to pass only on the suf­ 
ficiency of the complainant’s al- 
legations to justify relief if 
proved.” 
As Justice Black read the 
opinion the Solicitor General 
looked stunned. 
Later one of his Harvard 
law students, William Higgs 
of the Mississippi Democratic 
Freedom Party, asked why he 
hadn’t asked the court to rule 
on the constitutionality of the 
Mississippi law in the original 
argument. 
‘We won, didn’t we?” 
re- 
we 
plied Cox. "What more do 
want?” 
Note — Rep. Don Edwards, 
D-Calif., has written a strong 
letter to Attorney General Kat­ 
zenbach aasking why the Justice 
Department passed up the obvi­ 
ous opportunity to settle the 
entire question of Negro voting 
rights with one court argument. 
If Cox had broadened his argu­ 
ment, not only would the Selma 
demonstration 
have 
b e e n 
dropped, Edwards said, but Con­ 
gress would have been saved the 
headache of writing a new civil 
rights voting law.

Had the Russians not been ab­ 
sent, or had De Gaulle been 
running France and instructed 
his representative to maintain 
the “ spirit of the Charter” 
by casting a veto in the council, 
there very probably would not 
be any United Nations today— 
o r any nations to call them­ 
selves united. 
Today, thanks to efforts of 
the United States, the General 
A ssembly has much of the power 
once vested exclusively In the 
Security Council, and no single 
nation can veto the world into 
paralysis in the face of ag­ 
gression or revolution, whether 
in the Suez or the Congo or 
anywdiere else. 
This does not mean that the 
present arrangement, with its 
dilution of power among 
115 
members, is perfect. 
But the 
current crisis in the U. N. 
over peacekeeping costs is not 
the fault of the small nations 
but of big nations like Russia 
and France who refuse to pay 
their due bills. 
De Gaulle's speech, French 
officials have explained, was 


mostly rhetorical. 
He merely 
wanted to get his thoughts on 
the record.

Will soil in serts reduce corn 
yields on your farm this year? 
This question cannot be an­ 
sw ered with a definite yes or 
no, however we do know tha' 
these pests in the soil cut corn 
yields on many farm s every 
year. 
Several kinds of insects live 
in the soil and damage roots 
and underground portions of 
corn plants. Seed-corn maggots 
and seed-corn beetles injure 
corn 
before and Just as it 
sprouts. 
W ireworms damage 
both seed and sm all plants. 
Corn rootworm s and grape co- 
laspis feed on the root system. 
Cutworms cut plants off at, 
o r just U'low, the ground lev* 
el. 
The use of a soil insecticide 
will prevent most of the dam­ 
age caused by these Insects, 
Most farm ers lose enough corn 
each year to insects that live 
in the soil to m ore than pay 
the cost of a soil bisecticide, 
, This Is true in y ears when we 
do not consider soli Insects a

C arl Rehm from Advance pur­ 
chased a perform ance tested, 
purebred boar for use as a 
hord sire on his farm at tho 
M issouri Swine Evaluation Sta­ 
tion’s 21st Tested Boar Sale 
held In Columbia on February 
13. The testing station sale is a 
good source of boars, ami bar­ 
ring any unforseen difficulty, we 
predict that this will prove to 
be a good investment for Mr. 
Rehm for several reasons. 
In the first place, the lo a rs 
sold during testing station sales 
are good quality boars. In or­ 
der to qualify for this sale the 
boars must produce 
a dally 
gain of at least 1.7 pounds per 
head 
per 
day, produce 100 
pounds of gain on 325 pounds 
of feed or less, have an adjust­ 
ed backfat protie of 1,30 inches 
or less, have an index score 
of 100 or more, and be ap­ 
proved by a screening com­ 
m ittee of competent judges. It 
is 
extrem ely 
im portant that 
herd boars possess good char­ 
acteristics along these and oth­ 
e r such lines because many of 
these characteristics are he­ 
rita b le and can be passed along 
to his offsprings. Some of these 
ch aracteristics and the extent 
.to which each is heritable are 
as follows; Length of body. 61 


percent; percent fat, 60 percent; 
oercent ham. 58percent; back- 
fat thickness, 46 percent; econ- 
omy of gain, 40 percent; growth 
rate, 
35 percent; number of 
pig-s weaned, 19 percent; and 
num ber of pigs farrowed 15 
percent. At the testing station, 
boars are grown under the same 
environm ental conditions and 
fed 
the same ration and are 
tested for the above-mentioned 
traits. 
Secondly, a good boar is well 
worth a price paid above that 
for an average herd sire . Ac­ 
cording to Melvin Bradely, Ex­ 
tension Livestock Specialist at 
the University of M issouri, a 
good boar will pay for him self 
if he increases feed efficiency 
of his offsprings as much as 
five pounds per 100 pounds of 
gain or when he increases the 
sale price of m arket hogs 15 
cents per 100 pounds or when 
30 of his daughters are sold as 
breeding gilts for m arket price 
plus $10 per head. 
A third reason why we think 
this will be a good invest­ 
ment is that the outlook for hog 
prices have improved consider­ 
ably during the past few months. 
Agricultural econom ists at the 
University of M issouri predict­ 
ed about January 1 that hog 
prices would average moder­ 
ately higher this year then in 
1964.

Timely Tips 


PRUNING TIME 
The tim e to prune shrubs de­ 
pends largely on the tim e they 
bloom, 
PRUNING DE.CIDUOUS SHRUBS 
There art1 five reasons fo r 
pruning deciduous shrubs; (1) 
to remove diseased, dead, or 
injured branches, (2) to remove 
old or surplus branches, (3) 
to maintain a definite size or 
form , (4) to influence flower­ 
ing and fruiting, (5) to aid in 
transplanting by balancing the 
tope with the roots. Pruning 
should be done often, 
about 
once or twice a year, rather 
than waiting until the shrubs 
are old and scrubby. 
Most pruning is done in the 
fall, 
winter or early spring 
while the plants are dormant. 
The tim e of pruning should be 
determ ined by the age of the 
wood on which flowers a n d 
fruits are produced. Deciduous 
plants fall Into four groups. 
GROUP ONE; Shrubs that grow 
slowing and are pruned to re­ 
move dead, broken or diseased 
wood only. Among this group 
are the flowering almond, the 
flowering quince, pearl bush 
and most broadleaved e v e r­ 
greens, such .is some varie­ 
ties of holly and magnolia. 
GROUP TWO; Shrubs that grou 
fairly 
rapidly 
and 
produce 
blooms in March, April and 
May on the previous y ear's 
growth a r e pruned Immedi­ 
ately after blooming. In this 
group are barberry, dogwood, 
beauty bush, deutzias, forsy- 
thias, early blooming spireas, 
and weigelas. 
GROUP THREE: Shrubs that 
grwo fairly rapidly and produce 
blooms in the summer and fall 
on the current season's growth. 
These may be pruned any time 
d u r i n g the dorman season. 
Those that fall in this group 
a r e althea, honeysuckle an d 
privets. 
GROUP FOlTt: Shrubs which 
grow very rapidly and which 
are pruned to remove all two- 
year growth and older wood. 
This group produces bloom on 
current seasons g r o w t h and 
should be pruned during the 
dorm ant season. In this group 
are the butterfly bush, coral 
berry, 
hydrangea, vitex, late 
blooming spirea, sumac, abelia 
and desmodium. 
PRUNING TOOLS 
A sharp knife is one of the 
best tools for pruning sm all 
branches. 
Narrow 
one-edge 
saws are necessary for the 
larg est cuts, pruning shears 
are suitable for cutting bran­ 
ches up to 5/8 Inches in diame­ 
te r. Long h a n d l e d 
lopping" 
sh e a rs will reach greater dis­ 
tances and will cut branches up 
to 1 1/4 Inches in diam eter. 
Most pruning shears have only 
one cutting edge. 
In using sm all pruning shears 
hold the shears in the right 
hand and with the left press 
down on the branch to be cut.

Hut Fred is mentally retard­ 
ed—-badly enough that doctors 
consider him only ’’trainable” 
rather than ” e durable.” 
Still, Fred has made progress. 
Since he was 6 years old, he lias 
attended special classes sup­ 
ported by the State Dei<i rtment 
of Education in his home town. 
He has learned to get along 
with others, to take ca reo fp er­ 
sonal grooming and even to do 
sim ple tasks. 
But under M issouri law, Fred 
is no longer eligible for classes 
when he reaches 21. Recently, 
he’s spent most of his tim e sit­ 
ting at home In front of the 
television set. 
What does he do now? 
The M issouri Senate is consid­ 
ering a bill that would give 
Fred and others like him a 


chance to reach their potential. 
The m easure would grant state 
aid lo sheltered workshops for 
mentally retarded persons and 
some handicapped. 
The 
workshops 
are 
called 
’’sheltered” because they would 
he designed for persons unable 
to work in the competitive m ar­ 
ket. They would be operated by 
non • profit corporat tons, but 
would handle Jobs for private 
industry — such as packaging 
and other sim ple assem bly line 
work. 
Alxiut 
136,000 
mentally 
retarded now live in M issouri. 
The great majority are consid­ 
ered ’’educable” — they can 
learn to provide for them selves. 
But more than 20,000 are de­ 
pendent for at least part of their 
care. They once were classified 
as ’’im beciles” —before it was 
learned they could be trained 
for some Jobs. 
The number of “ trainable” 
retarded Is growing rapidly, 
says Sen. Albert M .Spradliog, 
siwnsor of the hill for sheltered 
workshops. Spradling points out 
the mortality rate among these 
persons was high until reduced 
by the discovery of pencillin 


and other drugs. 
But M issouri’s facilities have 
not kept up with the increase. 
Now only a few workshops are 
operated on the local level—in 
St. Louis. Kansas City and a 
few towns. 
Spradling’s hill would provide 
alwiut $119,600 in state aid the 
first year, to be adm inistered by 
t new section in the D e(«rt- 
ment 
of 
Education. 
Before 
workshops could gain state aid, 
facilities would have to be pro­ 
vided by local efforts. 
According to officials In the 
Department of Education, local 
councils for 
the handicapped 
might provide the nucleus of 
non-profit corporations to set up 
facilities. Interest in a shel­ 
tered workshop program has 
been shown by groups In Spring­ 
field, Columbia, Sikeston, 8e- 
dalia, St. Joseph, Joplin and 
Milan. 
But action on the workshops 
cannot begin until next year, 
an education official says. The 
proposed bill has been advanced 
by the Senate. 
What happens if work Is not 
found for the tiadly retarded? 
If they have nothing to do, 


Spradling says, they tend to slip 
backward. They lose Interest in 
their dally routine and become 
listless. 
If they retro g ress too much it 
may be necessary to send them 
to a state hospital. In the pest, 
many have rem ained In hospi­ 
tals all their lives at a per cap­ 
ita cost to taxpayers o f$2,000a 
year. 
“ Sometimes parents of the 
retarded get discouraged,” an 
education official says. “ But 
these people can do more than 
most of us realize.”

have 
helped pay fbr 
them selves, he says, through 
their earnings from private in­ 
dustry. 
Most im portant, he says, is 
the effect of the workshops on 
the retarded them selves.

Especially during times of war strong senti­

franchise. The advocacy of extending the vote 
to t’ *n during wars ivcom es an expression 
of a patriotic sentiment. 
“ If they are old enough to fight, they are old 
enough to vote” is sentiment that has been 
voiced numerous tim es. 
Unfortunately there are better ways to rew ard 
the nation’s young fighting men than by giving 
them a vote. 
As far as intelligence and intellect are con­ 
cerned young people are better qualified to vote 
than many of their elders. It they wanted to 
inform themselves they could contribute a 
great deal of sound thinking and action to any 
election. 
But teen age boys and girls -- at least many 
of them — are not engaged in adult pursuits 
and have not yet fully stepped into full p a r­ 
ticipation in the nation’s economic life. Few of 
them own property. 
Strangely the agitation to give 18-year-olds the 
right to vote does not come from the youngster 
himself, but from adults and politicians, who 
have 
their 
own 
reasons for acting in the 
youngsters behalf. 
Rep. Tony Heckemeyer of Scott county put his 
finger on an important consideration when he 
said that he had received no demand from young 
people for suffrage. 
A nationwide poll of teen agers gave an even 
m ore convincing argument against lowering 
the voting age below 21.

But voting itself doesn’t mean much and can 
be harmful actually if the voter does not inform 
himself. It is easy to pull a lever or m ark an 
if the citizen doesn’t un­ 
voting or knows nothing 
about who he is voting for he would do less harm 
by staying at home. It is better for a small group 
of informed citizens to cast their ballots for 
thousands of ignorant, uninformed and indifferent 
persons to troop to the polls just because they 
a re 
of the right age to vote and are otherwise 
qualified. 
What every community, every state and the na­ 
tion needs is a well informed citizenry, who 
understand the obligations and responsibilities 
of voting. Age is of secondary importance. So 
a re the m ere mechanics of voting. Thoughtless 
voting is damaging. 
But a minimum requirem ent is a desire to 
vote, a serious interest in the process and in 
government at all levels. Let’s not give this 
privilege to any who aren ’t interested in getting 
it. The effort can be much better spent on in­ 
form ing those who now have the privilege.

Once more the fight against crim e by ot x 
columnist Victor Riesel has stirred action and 
once more his newsbeats have been corroborated 
by the top authorities in the land. 
Throughout 1964 and in the early days of 
this year, Riesel has been warning of a virulent 
racket — fire for hire. Riesel told of attacks 
by the mob’s fire bugs on legitimate b usin ess­ 
men and unions in the hotel and restaurant 
field.

One by one he called 
the shots on what would happen during the mid­ 
winter conference of Labor’s high command. 


Months ago Riesel predicted that there would 
be a move by young “ tu rk s” against the elders 
on the AFL-CIO executive council. This past 
week this was substantiated by news magazines 
and wire services. 
Also substantiated, weeks after Riesel had 
reported it, was labor’s decision to use its

RIDING THE RAILS 
President Johnson has p r e s s e d development ot 
a high-speed train system between Boston and 
W ashington. But the m ore immediate problem for 
train com m uters may be how to travel the 20 
miles between Mount Vernon, N. V., and New 
York C ity’s Grand Central Station. The New 
Haven Railroad wants to end passenger service 
to this station and four others in W estchester 
County by the end of March, as well as curtail 
passenger service at 10 more stations up the 
line on that date. Hearings on the line’s request 
are expected to delay the shut-downs until sum ­ 
m er. 
In filing its petition with the Interstate Com­ 
m erce Commission on Feb, 18, the New Haven’s 
tru stees emphasized that they eventually would 
ask to end all passenger service. The line has 
been losing money for years on its 25,000 
daily com m uters, and doesn’t generate enough 
freight business to offset its com m uter losses. 
• The whole dismal business will get an airing 
in C ongress starting Tuesday, March 2, when the 
Senate Com m erce Committee opens hearings on 
several bills to preserve passenger service for 
the area. The leading m easure (S 348) is one 
sponsored by Sens. Pell (R. L), Pastore (R. L), 
Dodd (Conn.), Ribicoff (Conn.), Kennedy (Mass,) 
and Kennedy (N. Y.). It would create a four- 
state Northeast Rail Authority to operate the 
New 
Haven under state subsidy and federal 
bond guarantees. 
Metropolitan planners long have argued that 
the most efficient way of transporting com ­ 
m uters between the city and the suburbs is (or 
could be) by rail. Until recently, however, the 
prevailing philosophy was to spend millions for 
new highways but not one cent for railroads. The 
plight of the New Haven seem s to indicate that 
only public money in one form or another will 
keep passengers riding the rails.

President Charles de Gaulle 
in one of his rare press con­ 
ferences (only the 11th in his

I- ranee), has called on the five 
leading nations of the world 


to "save" the United Nations. 
He suggests tliat the United 
States, Britain, France, Russia 
and Red China sit down to­ 
gether 
to discuss ways and 
means of “ returning to the 
spirit of the U.N. Charter." 
The U.N. he wants to save-- 
the U. N. which was totally 
dominated by the Security Coun­ 
cil, which In turn was dominated 
by the five |»rmaiient memliers 
(the U. S., Britain, 
France, 
Russia and Nationalist China) 
- -no longer exists. 
The spirit to which he would 
like to return, wherein the de­ 
sires of sovereign nations — 
especially the big o n e s--were 
not to tx' inconvenienced by 
the counter-desires of the rest 
of the world, has long been 
defunct. 
The original U. N. In 1945 
was a design on pai>er. Today 
it is a living organism that 
has been shaped by the pres­

the right of the Justice Dejart- 
merit to sue a state to enforce 
Negro voting rights, five mem­ 
bers 
of 
the Supreme Court 
leaned forward to ask him whe­ 
ther he didn’t want to declare 
the Mississippi voting law of 
1890 unconstitutional. 
The five justices were Hugo 
Black of Alaiama, who later 
wrote the Court’s opinion; Ar­ 
thur Goldberg, a member of 
the Court’s liberal wing; John 
M. 
Harlan, a 
conservative 
whose 
grandfather pioneered 
for c ivil rights; Byron White and 
Potter Stewart, both of whom 
lean toward the conservatives. 
The essence of what they asked 
Cox was: Are you asking us to 
declare this law unconstitution­ 
al now? What about it? We’d like 
to hear you argue this. 
To this, Cox replied: "No, 
we are not pressing for a de­ 
cision on this point.

Some poultry went hungry dur­ 
ing the waterfront strike be­

cargo, 
needed for chicken feed, was 
locked in the holds of pick­ 
eted Norwegian, Peruvian and 
Soutli African ships. 
This was one of thousands 
of items of cargo aboard 950 
frozen ships — but the cost 
to the nation was not the pro­ 
verbial "chicken feed.” 
Tins cost was at least $2.8 
million 
an 
hour around the 
clock when all jxirts were para­ 
lyzed. 
Tins means, according to the 
New YorkShippingAssn.,where 
analytical documents 
on 
the 
stojipage stand higher than the 
researcher working on them, 
the

billion. This will go higher as 
the piers are untangled. 
But 
this 
is 
just 
the be­ 
ginning of the strike losses 
which hit the country during the 
past six months. The water­ 
front walkout had much in com­ 
mon with another stoppage — 
the auto crisis. 
Both really were strikes with­ 
in a strike. Both were really 
a series of stoppages. Both 
broke out after the national 
leaders of Hie two unions, the 
international 
Longshoremen’s 
Assn. and the United Auto Work­ 
ers, 
actually 
had made na­ 
tional agreements with the em­ 
ploying corporations. 
Both cost the country at least 
$3 billion. Actually in the auto 
field, the cost when finally ana­ 
lyzed may run as high as $4 
billion. 
This is the estimate of Mal­ 
colm Denise, Ford Motor Co.’s 
vice president foi labor rela­ 
tions, wlio made the charge in 
a strong speech February 27. 
Thus two major strikes hit 
the U £. for almost $7 billion. 
During these stoppages, em­ 
ployer and employe suffered, in 
"auto", for example, Hie Ford, 
General Motors and other re­ 
lated industry stopjiages cost 
the union’s strike relief fund 
over $47 million. This report 
comes directly from UAW trea­ 
surer Emil Mazey. 
On the other side, Mr. De­ 
nise reports that "the strikes 
against Ford led to sales losses 
by us and our direct suppliers 
of aliout one-half billion dollars. 
. . . Ford and GM production 
losses together came to aliout 
675,000 units, worth more than 
$2 billion.” 
During both strikes tin* rank 
and 
file appeared to revolt 
against Hie national union lead­ 
ership and the national pacts. 


Thus ttiese were strikes which 
flared for months AFTER a 
jact was made on top. 
During both crises, the union 
chiefs stated they could not pre­ 
vent the local walkouts. During 
both 
stopjiages, 
emjiloyers 
charged that the national union 
chiefs could have controlled the 
men and prevented the jia ralysis 
if the topside labor leaders had 
t ried. 
Mr. Denise makes this charge 
bluntly in his not very widely 
reported 
speech 
winch 
has 
angered Walter Reuther and 
other UAW officials. That con­ 
troversy is just 
beginning to 
sky rocket. 
Now, as though some giant 
hand were pouring, we find the 
impact of both the waterfront 
and the auto strike being fun­ 
nel ed into still another crisis— 
steel. 
Here is how this developed, 
though unnoticed by the public: 
On those 950 struck ships 
rolling idly in the harbors from 
Maine to Mexico were cargoes 
needed by merchants in every 
facet of American life. Auto 
racers waited vainly for their 
speed cars. A Broadway pro­ 
ducer, 
unable 
to 
get 
his 
sceiieiy off a British freight­ 
er delayed the opening of his 
play. Sugar refineries closed. 
Wine froze and spoiled. Some 
cargo could not freeze — like 
steel. 
Thousands of vitally needed 
tons of this metal could not be 
unloaded. Thus domestic sup­ 
plies were being chewed up. 
Big inventories could not be 
stockpiled — rega rdless of what 
you hear. 
And now witli Hit* auto indus­ 
try 
m high gear, it is de­ 
vouring up more steel. Thus 
the stocks grow smaller as the 
car companies attempt to make 
up for lost strike time. 
hi Pittsburgh insiders quiet­ 
ly are betting on a strike. It 
may not come, but it is the opin­ 
ion of the union staffmen that it 
will. President Johnson could 
delay it for 80 days under the 
Taft-Hartley Law. But that’s 
just borrowed time. 
And if it does hit, such a 
strike 
will cost the country 
$1.25 billion a month. If it runs 
as long as Hie last 116-day 
stoppage, another $5 bill ion will 
go down Hie economic drain. 
Without 
big stockpiles, the 
id len ess of 450,000 busic sleel 
industry workers could force 
the closing of hundreds of plants 
outside the field. 
A long strike could pull out 
hundreds of thousands of men 
whose factories and constru 
tion Jobs depend on the metal. 
There must be an easier anil 
. cheaper way Jp settle ;ui argu­ 
ment .

The attitude toward voting in this country is 
changing.

Voting, 
of co u rse, is basic and it is im portant that 
citizens re g iste r to vote and then go to the 
polls. 
But voting itself doesn’t m ean much and can 
be harm ful actually if the voter does not inform 
him self. It is easy to pull a lever or m ark an 
“ X” on a ballot but if the citizen doesn’t un­ 
derstand why he is voting or knows nothing 
about who he is voting for he would do less harm 
by staying at home. It is b etter for a sm all group 
of inform ed citizens to c ast th eir ballots for 
thousands of ignorant, uninform ed and indifferent 
p erso n s to troop to the polls just because they 
a re 
of the right age to vote and a re otherw ise 
qualified. 
What every com munity, every state and the na­ 
tion needs is a well inform ed citizenry, who 
understand the obligations and responsibilities 
of voting. Age is of secondary im portance. So 
a r e the m e re m echanics of voting. Thoughtless 
voting is damaging. 
But a m inim um req u ire m en t is a d e sire to 
vote, a serio u s in terest in the p ro cess and in 
governm ent at all levels. L e t’s not give this 
priv ileg e to any who a re n ’t interested in getting 
it. The effort can be much better spent on in­ 
form ing those who now have the privilege.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — President 
Johnson 
should 
look around 
for a new Solicitor General to 
replace the scholarly, impracti­ 
cal Harvard professor he in­ 
herited from John F. Kennedy, 
Archibald Cox. Cox has just 
succeeded in kissing away a 
chance 
to 
avoid 
the Selma 
March, the pain, tile agony, 
and political headaches of tile 
Negro-vote struggle. He could 
have got tin* M ississippi vot­ 
ing laws — and those of other 
Southern states — declared i i- 
constitutional overnight. 
Inside story of what happened

when Solicitor Gen­ 
eral Cox last January argued 
the right of the Justice Depart­ 
ment to sue a state to enforce 
Negro voting rights, five mem­

—JUSTICE BLACK SLA Pa­ 
in contrast, the American 
Civil Liberties Union filed a

Two Strikes Cost U^». $7 Bil­ 
lion 
— And $5 Billion Steel 
Strike Looms 
WASHINGTON, D.C.—Chirk- 
, ens may he thinner this season. 
Some poultry went hungry dur­ 
ing the waterfront strike be­ 
cause 
fish 
meal 
cargo, 
needed for chicken feed, was 
locked 
in the holds of jack­ 
eted Norwegian, Peruvian and 
South African ships. 
This was one of thousands 
of items of cargo aboard 950 
frozen ships — hut the cost 
to the nation was not the j>ro- 
verbial “ chicken feed.” 
This cost was at least $2.8 
million 
an 
hour around the 
clock when all ports were {ana­ 
lyzed. 
This means, according to the 
N ew York Shipping Assn., where 
analytical documents 
on 
the 
stoppage stand higher than the 
researcher working on them, 
the 
total 
loss 
was

billion. TUIiis. will go higher as 
the piers are untangled. 
But

is 
just 
the be­ 
ginning of Hie strike losses 
which hit tile country during the 
just 
six months. The water­ 
front walkout had much in com­ 
mon with another .stoppage — 
the auto crisis. 
Both really were strikes with­ 
in a strike. Both were really 
a 
series of stoppages. Both 
broke out after the national 
leaders of Hie two unions, Hie 
International 
Longshoremen’s 
Assn. and the United Auto Work­ 
ers, 
actually 
had 
made na­ 
tional agreements with the c* iii - 
ploying corporations. 
Both cost tile country at least 
$3 billion. Actually in the auto 
field, the cost when finally ana­ 
lyzed may run as high as $4 
billion. 
This is the estimate of Mal­ 
colm Denise, Ford Motor Co.’s 
vice {(resident foi labor rela­ 
tions, who made the charge in 
a strong speed) February 2*. 
Thus two major strikes hit 
th** UJ5. for almost $7 billion. 
During these stoppages, em­ 
ployer and employe suffered, hi 
“ auto” , for example, the Ford, 
General Motors and other re­ 
lated industry stoppages cost 
the union’s strike relief fund 
over $47 million. This report 
com es directly from UAW trea­ 
surer Emil Mazer. 
On the other side, Mr. De­ 
nise reports that “ the strikes 
against Ford led to sales losses 
I>y us and our direct suppliers 
of atout one-lialf billion dollars. 
. . . Ford and GM production 
lo sses togethei c a m e to about 
675,000 units, worth more than 
$ 2 b i l l i o n . ” 
During Ih>111 strikes the rank

appeared to revolt 
against the national union lead­ 
ership and the national naris. 


Thus these wen* strikes which 
flared for months AFTER a 
pact was made on top.

Thus 
tin* stocks grow smaller as Hie 
car companies attempt to make 
up for lost st l ike time. 
In Pittsburgh insiders quiet­ 
ly are betting on a strike. It 
may not come, but it is the opin­ 
ion of the union staffmen that it 
will. President Johnson could 
delay it for 80 days under tin* 
Taft-Hartley 
Law. 
But that’s 
Just borrowed time. 
And if it does hit, such a 
strike 
will cost tile country 
$1.25 billion a month. If it runs 
as long as the last 116-day 
stoppage, another $5 bill ion will 
go down the economic drain.

He stat­ 
ed that the contracts for all of 
the 
im provem ents 
have been 
aw arded with work to sta rt this 
month and most of it to tie com­ 
pleted by y e a r 's end.

— A 4-H Field 
Crops project keeps today's 
young ^ rm e rs on their toes be­ 
cause they need to know about_ 
the latest scientific and tech­ 
nological developments m ag­ 
riculture, and how to put them 
to use. That is the concensus 
of club mem bers across the na­ 
tion who earned top state and 
national honors in the project 
last year. 
One boy reported doing a 
different experiment on crops 
‘for four straight years. He” 
planted plots with certified and 
uncertified seed. The certified 
seeds produced 10 bushels per 
acre more. He tried different 
herbicides and fertilizers to de­ 
term ine quality and yield. His 
experiments were not always 
successful,

said, but he 
learned by his mistakes.

rotation to best advantage and 
studied ways to enrich the soil. 
Weed and insect control was 
a big challenge, he said.

Timely Tips 


PRUNING TIME 
The tim e to prune shrubs de­ 
pends largely on the time they 
bloom. 
PRUNING DF.CIDUOUSSllKUBS 
There are five reasons fo r 
pruning deciduous shrubs; (1) 
to remove diseased, dead, or 
injured branches, (2) to remove 
old or surplus branches, (3) 
to maintain a definite size or 
form, (4) to influence flower­ 
ing and fruiting, (5) to aid in 
transplanting by balancing tlx* 
tope with the roots. Pruning 
should he done often, 
about 
once or twice a year, rather 
than waiting until the shrubs 
are old and scrubby. 
Most pruntng is done in the 
fall, 
winter or early spring 
while the plants are dormant. 
The time of pruning should be 
determ ined by the age of the 
wood on which flowers and 
fruits are produced. Deciduous 
plants fall into four groups. 
GROUP ONE; Shrubs that grow 
slowing and are pruned to re­ 
move dead, broken or diseased 
wood only. Among this group 
are the flowering almond, the 
flowering quince, pearl i>us!. 
and most broadleaved ev e r­ 
greens, such as some varie­ 
ties of holly and magnolia. 
GROUP TWO: Shrubs that grow 
fairly 
rapidly 
and 
produce 
blooms In March, April and 
May on the previous year’s 
growth a r e pruned immedi­ 
ately after blooming. In this 
group ire barberry, dogwood, 
beauty bush, deutzias, forsy- 
thias, early blooming spireas, 
and weigelas. 
GROUP THREE: Shrubs that 
grwo fairly rapidly and produce 
blooms In the summer and fall 
on the current season's growth. 
These may be pruned any time 
d u r i n g the dorman season. 
Those that fall in this group 
a r e ulthea, honeysuckle and 
privets. 
GROUP FOUR: Shrubs which 
grow very rapidly and which 
are pruned to remove all two- 
year growth and older wood. 
This group produces bloom on 
current seasons g r o w t h and 
should tv pruned during the 
dormant season. In this group 
are the butterfly bush, coral 
berry, 
hydrangea, vitex, late 
blooming spirea, sumac, abelia 
and desmodium. 
PRUNING TOOLS 
A sharp knife is one of the 
best tools for pruning sm all 
branches. 
Narrow 
one-edge 
saws are necessary 
for the 
largest cuts. Pruning shears 
are suitable for cutting bran­ 
ches up to 5/8 Inches in diame­ 
te r. Long h a n d l e d 
lopping” 
shears will reach greater dis­ 
tances and will cut branches up 
to 1 1/4 inches in diam eter. 
Most pruning shears have only 
one cutting edge. 
In using sm all pruning shears 
hold the shears in the right 
hand and with the left press 
down on the branch to be cut.

Spring seedings of either fes­ 
cue or brom egrass often face 
serious m oisture problem s, e s ­ 
pecially in southeast M issouri. 
This m oisture problem is ag­ 
gravated by the presence of 
sm all g ra in .. .especially if high 
fe rtilize r applications are made 
and the sm all grain is h a r­ 
vested as grain instead of for 
pasture, hay or silage. 
It is true that seedings with 
sm all 
grains are less likely 
to be ham pered by weeds and 
g rasses. 
If sm all grains are to be used, 
it is usually best to cut the rate 
of seeding of the grain one-third 
to o n e-h alf.. .and reduce the 
amount of nitrogen applied. If 
g rasse s are to be spring seeded 
on fall seeded sm all grains 
they should be drilled In to in­ 
su re the sm all seeds being 
covered.
